A Talk With Mr. Payson, of 
illinois, 


| ‘WHO SAYS GRESHAM IS THE MAN 


z  Who-Will Carry Off the Chicago Nomina- 


tlon—W hat He Bases His Predictiens 
On—The Tariff Debate. 


Wasnixcton, May 15.—[{Special.]—Repre- 
qentative Payson, of Illinois, one of the most 


conservative republicans in the house, was 


chairman of the late republican convention of 


‘ his state, returned from the west this morning, 


where he has been interesting himself in poli- 
tics in general. He said tonight: 

“There is nothing Mores certain than that 
Judge Gresham will receive the nominaticnat 
Chicago in June. The Gresham movement is 
developing in the west just as the - Lincoln 
movement did in 1859. It is a steady and posi- 
tive growth. There is no machinery in it, and 
when the Chicago convention meets the moye; 
ment will be irresistible. All through the 
west the sentiment is felt—as powerful in Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Iowa, Michigan, Kansas, 
and all through the west, as well 
ss in Tllinois, where the convention 
declared for him, while they have indorsed 
fim from their own state, There can be no 
stampede of the convention for Mr. Blaine. 
[llinois is a good staie to judge by. There has 
always been a strong Blaine sentiment in the 
state. General Logan had to fight for the in- 
dorsement of Grant, the people were wild 
about Blaine. There is no more of this now. 
In the convention were many of the men who 
fad been for Blaine heretofore. I talked with 
many of these; they won’t have any more of 
it. About twenty or twenty-five of the dele- 
gates were formerly Blaine mea. I 
talked with them and Know how 
they feel. Forty-four strong and earn- 
est men go to the convention from 
Illinois for Judge Gresham. They will not 
allow any stampedmg. I talked with seventy- 
five or a hundred Blaine men in the state con- 
vention, and they all agreed it could not be 
Mr. Blaine this time.”’ 

Speaking of the state convention, he said: 

‘When that part of the resolutions was 
reached where the name of Judge Gresham 
was recommended to the national convention, 
svery hat in ihe hall was waved in the air and 
there was cheering and tumult such as | never 
saw before. I donot believe the reading of 
the resolutions ever was finished. There was 
nothing forced about it. The action was guided 
by the feeling, and it is a feeling that is 
strong throughout the west.” 

Mr. Payson was asked how Judge Gresham 
would be affected by the failure of Indiana to 


_\ndorse him instead of Mr. Harrison. 


“That will not hurt him in the least. ff 
Mr. Harrison cannot get the nomination the 
delegation will all go to Judge Gresham. 
Most of the delegates, while in a way bound 
to vote for Mr. Harrison, are very friendly to 
Judge Gresham. He will have a strong fol- 
lowing in New York and elsewhere, where 
other candidates are looking forsupport. You 
cannot describe too strongly the enthusiasm 
for Judge Gresham with the peopie I have 
just come from among.”’ 

THE TARIVF DEBATE. 

Atthe close of today’s tariff debate 106 
speeches had been made in ninety-eight hours. 
The monotony will continue until Saturday 
afternoon. I learn that today the democratic 
members of the ways and means committee 
met and decided that after the general debate 
had closed the legislative and other appropria- 
tion bills now on the house calendar will be 
taken up and disposed of, and the considera- 
tion of the Mills bill by sections be allowed to 
go over until after the democratic convention. 
This was done because they recognized only 
too well that it will be an impossibility to pass 
the bill as the house now stands, and it is their 
object to get a declaration from the national 
convention on the subject, which will 
bind every member of the party to 
vote for the bill or go out of the ranks of de- 
mocracy. This is said to be a suggestion of 
President Cleveland. The question now arises, 
will the convention pass resolutions favoring 
the Mills bill? If not, the bill mgayv be termed 
asadead issue. But ifso, it will pass. The 
speakers for the remainder of the week are as 
follows: Messrs. Bayne, Laird, Fitch, Ryan, 
Weaver, Marsh and Allen, of Michigan. To- 
morrow—Messrs. Breckinridge of Arkansas 
Cox and others; Thursday, Mr. Randall, Mr. 
McKinley and Mr. Breckinridge of Kentucky 
on Friday, and Mr. Reed and Speaker Carlisle 
Saturday. 

COLUMBUS’ PUBLIC BUILDING, 

Senator Brown today succeeded in having 
the senate pass Mr. Grimes’s bill for an hund- 
red thousand dolar public building at Colum- 
bus.

Both Senator Brown and Mr. Grimes will 
see President Cleveland in regard to the bill, 
and they have strong hopes that he will sign 
it. Mr. Grimes has so far been more fortunate 
than any new member of the Georgia delega- 
tion, While he has not entered into any of the 
general debates, he has been an enthusiastic 
worker for his district. : 

SENATOR BROWN’S AMENDMENT. 

Senator Brown is determined to have the 
senate enlarge Savannah’sappropriation inthe 
river and harbor bill. : His speech yesterday 
was au effective one, but he was not satisfied 
with that, and today appeared  be- 
fore the committee on commerce, which 
has the bill under consideration. 
Tle advocated, in strong terms, the necessity 
of enlarging the appropriation to $250,000. 
His remarks favorably impressed the commit- 
tee, and he seems confident they will enlarge 
the appropriation. What the figures will be 
cannot yet be determined. 

Mr. Candler made it a point to see all the

The Senate Passes the House Bi 
s Kight Hours a Day’s Work. esau 

W ASHINGTON, May 15.—On motion of Mr. 
Morrill, the committee on finance was author- 
ized to sit during the sessions of the senate to 
take testimony, collect information (in rela- 
tion to the tariff) and ay a stenographer. 

Among the bills reported from the commit- 
irae, placed on the calendar, were the fol- 

Senate bill granting the use of certain lands 
to the city of St. Augustine, Fla., for a 
public park. 

House bill to authorize the construetion of a 
— Across the TeMhessee river at Knoxville, 

Mr. Blair introduced a joint resolution to 
amend the constitution so as to allow District 
of Columbia representatives in both houses of 
congress, 

Read twice and referred to the committee on 
privileges and elections. It will probably not 
come up again until next session. 

The report of the committee on privileges 
and elections in the matfer of Senator Turpie 
was taken up, and, after discussion, the re- 
quest of the committee to be discharged from 
further consideration was agreed to. 

_ House bills appropriating $100,000 for a pub- 
lic building at Columbus, Ga., and increasing 
the limit of thecost for the public building at 
Charleston, S, C., to $300,000 were taken irom 
the calendar and passed. 

The bill to limit the hours of letter carriers 
house bill) was takerup and passed without 
iscussion or division. fe provides that here- 

after e'ght hours shall constitute aday’s work 
for letter carriers in cities or posta! districts 
connected therewith, and allows them extra 
pay for over time. 

Senate bill for the relief of the Albermarle 
and Chesapeake Canal company was taken 
from the calendar and passed. 

The bill for the establishmént bureau: of 
animal industry was displaced from its posi- 
tion as ‘‘unfinished business’’ and remitted to 
the calenday. 

House bill to establish a department of labor 
was taken up, laid aside informally, and the 
pension appropriation bill was considered. 

The amendment reported by the committee 
on appropriations, increasing the amount from 
$79,000,000 to $80,473,000, was agreed to. 

The next amendment was to strike ont of 
the house bill the words *‘thatin all pensions 
to widows payments shall be made from the 
date of death.of the husband’ and to insert 
in lieu of it the following: ‘That all 
pensions which have been, or which may here- 
after be granted under the general Jaw, regu- 
lating pensions to widows in consequence of 
death oceurring from causes which operated in 
service since the 4th of Marclr, 1861, shall com- 
mence from the dateof death of the husband.”’ 

Finally the presiding offer submitted the 
point of Order to the senate and the senate de- 
e'ded (yeas 22, nays 18) that the proposed 
amendinent was inorder. Demozrats gener- 
ally voted in thesiegative and were joined in 
their vote by Senators Edmunds and Ingalls.

THE TIRESOME DEBATE 


On the Tariff Billin the House—The Speak- 
ers Yesterday. 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—In the house today, 
speeches in favor of the bill were made by 
Messrs. Buckalew of Pennsylvania and Stone 
of Kentucky, and against it by Messrs. Hen- 
derson, Grant of Vermont and Seymour. The 
committee then rose, after further minor 
legislation. It was ordered, on motion of 
Breckinridge of Kentucky, that during the 
remainder of the week the house shall meet at 
10 a. m. 
The house then, at 5:30, took recess till 8 
o’clock, the evening session to be for debate 
on the tariff Dill. ox 
. -At the evening session of the house, speeches 
were made in support of the Mills tariff bill by 
Mr. Abbott, of Texas, and against it by Messrs. 
Owen, of Indiana, and Darlington and Jack- 
son, of Pennsylvania, and at 10 o’ciock the 
house adjourned. 

One hundred and five speeches have been 
made on the tariff bill up to the present time. 
The speeches have occupied ninety-seven hours 
and twelve minutes in delivery. Eighty- 
nine hours have been occupied during day ses- 
sions and eight hours and twelve minutes dur- 
ing evening sessions. 


To Investigate Tariff Matters. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—The senate com- 
mittee on finance this morning adopted a res- 
tolution to ask the authority of the senate to 
s:mploy a stenographer for the purpose of tak- 
ing testimony on such subjects as might come 
before the committee. 

It also authorized the chairman to appoint a 
sub-committee to investigated tariff matters. 
The action of the committee is understood to 
look to a thorough inquiry into the subject of 

he tariff with the probability that if the house 
ends over the tariff bill the committee will 
hear testimony upon interests to be affected, 
and in the fullness of time will report the 
tariff bill to the senate. Inquiries will, if 
authorized by the senate, be begun at once; in 
fact a considerable store of data has already 
been laid in as a foundation.

Yesterday. 


NEW YORK STANDS TO CLEVELAND 


Bob Taylor Renominated for Governor in 


Tennessee—A Republican Wrangle in .° 


Alabama—United Labor Party. 


New Yor, May 15—Inside of the Acad- 
emy of Music preparations for the democratic 
state convention went merrily op all the morn- 
ing. The doors were not thrown open until 
just before noon. - However, in Tammany hall 
and in Nilison hall, where the county democ- 
racy held forth, open honse was kept, and del- 
egates passéd away the time there’'while await- 
ing the opehing. Streamers and flags covered 
the front of the Academy of Music, and the 
inside boxes were handsomely decorated. By 
12:45 the body of the house was filled by dele- 
gateS and spectators, who poured ihto the 
building in an unbroken stream while the 
band was discoursing popular airs. The chair- 
man of the state committee, Edward Murphy, 
appeared in front of the stage, and this was 
the signal for an outburst of applause. 

In a low but audible voice he announced the 
names of the secretaries: -They were Charles 
Rt. Defross, Thomas F. Gileroy and N. E. De- 


Laney. The latter had no sooner taken their . 


seats at tables on the stage when Chairman 
Murphy led te the front of the stage Frederick 
ht. Coudert, sayine: 

Gentlemen of the convention: I have the pleasure 
of introducing to you your chairman, Mr. Frederick 
RK. Coudert. 

Mr. Coudert, in acvepting the chair, said: 

There is nothing particularly strange to me in this 
assem) age or this building. Thelasi time | can re- 
member that you and I met here—for I: see many 
familiar faces—it was a meeting for congratulations. 
Some of you may recollect. It was in November, 
1844, and we had just gono through the throes 
of a fiercely contested election. We _be- 
lieved, and we knew, that we bad 
carried the day. Wise people shook their heads and 
many timid people blamed us for anticipating the 
official declaration of the result, but we told them 
then that if we bad been too rapid this time we had 
eight years ago been too slow, and we would strike 
an average. {Laughter.} 

We felt paiticularly happy upon that oecasion be- 
cause the sensation of triumph was so new. Some of 
us Upon that plattorm who had grown gray in the 
democratic service hardly knew how to treat vic- 
tory, but victory i; not new to us now.

ave but upon the record we have made. [Ap- 
plause.) It wasa trying time—that time of pro- 
tracted and continued defest. I do not mean to re- 
call the biuer cup in the democratic feast, but alter 
a distinguished s«tatesman has been elected we 
found that power and patronaze and bayonets and 
fulse reasoning were too mudh for the right and we 
had wo yield and withdrew.

At the conclusion of Chairman Condert’s 
remarks, the usual committees were appointed 
and a recess taken till 7 o’clock.

AN ALABAMA WRANGLE. 


Wild Times in the Republican State Con- 
vention. 

MontToomery, Ala., May 15.—[{Special.]— 
The state republican convention which as- 
sembled in the hall of representatives at noon 
today, brought forth the biggest political 
wrangle since the stermy- days of reconstruc- 


tion. 

har Bingham, chairman ofthe state exz- 
oul osnimittes, after calling the conven- 
tion to order and stating the purpose, which 
was to nominate a state ticket and elect dele- 
gates to the national republican convention at 
Chicago, placed William J. Stevens, colored, 
of Calhoun county, in the chair as temporary 
president of the convention. Stevens made a 
long speech, and while he was speaking a 
storm was brewing. Stevens formerly lived in 
the fourth congressional district, and has been 
prominent in politics. Heis very unpopular 
with the negroes. Theycharge that he has 
generally sold out to the democrats, and that 
his game today is to get control of the Chicago 
delegation, make a trade, and 
pocket the money. He is an 
outspoken anti-Sherman man, and favors 
Blaine for the presidency. The fact that he 
was placed in the chair by the executive com- 
mittee without giving the convention a chance 
to take a vote, and accept or reject him,caused 
considerable dissatisfaction, and as soon as he 
ceased speaking,the storm burst in all its fury. 

A. K. Hendricks, a colored delegate from 
Lee county, arose and said that a majority of 
the convention had been insulted by Stevens, 
who was not by right, temporary chairman, 
and he moved that the convention proceed to 
the election of a temporary chairman. Per- 
fect pandemonium followed for two hours, 
during which Bill Stevens held the chair 
against all opposition. His opponents were 
mostly Sherman men. They put up four dif- 
ferent negroes for temporary chairman, and 
Bill Stevens sat them all out. Finally, at five 
o’clock, Arthur Bingham took the chair and 
started afresh. 

The convention, after long discussion, set- 
tled on A. Boyd, colored, of Bingham, for 
temporary chairman, and the convention ad- 
journed until 8 o’clock. There are over 300 
delegates in the convention, all negroes but 
about twenty. 

The delegates are pretty evenly divided be- 
tween Blaine and Sherman. | 

L. J. Bryant, white, and Ike Carter, colored, 
bave been elected delegates to national con- 
yention from Montgomery district. Both 
strong Sherman men. 

The committee on credentials reported, and 
it was adopted, that the temporary organiZa- 
tion be made permanent, and the convention 
adjourned until 9 o’clock tomorrow morning. 
The convention is in full possession of the 
friends of Sherman. Of the district délegates, 
it is thought nearly all are for him. General 
Warner made a speech, in which he said Sher- 
man favored the enactment of a law for federal 
supervision and the counting of votes in con- 
gressional and presidential elections. It is 
now thought, after the adoption of a platform, 
selection of four delegates at large and two 
electors, the convention will adjourn without 
putting out a state ticket.

The Crimes of:a Day Chron- 
icled 
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A COUNTERFEITER BROUGHT TO TRIAL 


A Notorious Desperado Shot by a Mob—Cap- 
ture of an Outlaw—A Cowardly Shot 
—Other Criminal News. > 


NasHvitte, Tenn., May 15.—[Special.]— 
Charles Morgan and Charlies Johnson, two 
paper hangers, were arrestéd on the charge of 
attempting to rape Mrs. Frank Normandy ahd 
her aunt, Mrs. Parthina Morgan Sunday after- 
noon. Mrs. Normandy and her aunt went out 
to Glendale park, where Morgan and Jobnson 
got upan acquaintance, saying they knew Mrs. 
Normandy’s husband well. Mrs. Normandy 
remarked that her aunt was looking for a place 
where she could go and work. Morgan said 
his uncle owned half of the park and that he 
needed a lady at his house, that the house was 
not far off and proposed to take them over to 
see his relative. The women consented, and 
noticing that they were going a long 
distance, asked Morgan how much farther 
it was. He said only a  (Iittle 
and they went on. As they kept getting deeper 
in the woods, and it was becoming dark, they 
became frightened, and asked the men to turn 
back. They, however, kept on going deeper in 
Ihe woods, and the women begged to be taken 
back to the park or shown the way. Morgan 
and Johnson said: “You are in a den‘of 
thieves and murderers, and you will not get 
out alive,”’ and they then pulled out their pts- 
tols and pointed them at the women saying: 
“You must lay down here on the ground or we 
will kill you.” 

The women said they would die first, and 
started torun, but the men caught them and 
tried to throw them down. The women finally 
escaped, jumped over five fences, and in going 
over a rock fence with a barb wire 
across it, Mrs. Morgan fell and her right arm 
was caughton the wire and fearfully torn, 
The men then stopped running, after seeing 
that they were near a negro cabin. The women 
ran to the cabin, and sank down exhausted. 
They spent the night at the negro’s house. 
They w ent to the police station and described 
their assailants. m the description given 
the officers settled on Morgan and Johnson, 
arrested them, took them to the station house, 
and sent for Mrs. Normandy and Mrs. Morgan. 
When the ladies were shown the prisoners 
they identified them at once. ‘“‘Dump’’ Mer- 
gan admitted having walked with them at the 
park, but denies the charges. 


COUNTERFEITERS IN COURT. 


Dr. H. A. Brinkly!: Held to Answer the 
Charge. 

NASHVILLE, May 15.—{Special]—Dr. H. A, 
Brinkly was arraigned before Commissioner 
Doakito-day om the charge of auttering count r- 
feit money. One of the main government 
witnesses was H.C. Thcker. Tucker stated 
that Brinkly came to his house and left word 
for him to call on him at his house in north 
Nashville.

THE CAPTURE OF AN OUTLAW, 


Hodge, the Desperado, who has for Five 
Years Evaded the Officers, in Jail. 

Prosperity, May 15.—Fred Hodge, the ne- 

ro outlaw and desperado, was arrested yester- 

ay at Spring Hill, Lexington county, by Cap- 
tain U. B. Whites and A. H. Blease from 
Newberry county, assisted by citizens from 
Spring Hill, under @ warrant for burglary in 
Newberry county, the warrant being counter- 
signed by a trial justice in Lexington county. 

Armed with this warrant Captain W bites, 
having located Hodge, went to Spring Hill 
alone on the 9th for the purpose of attempting 
to make the arrest the next Gay, and in looking 

rer the field for the next day’s operation in 

pany with a friend, who was unarmed, 
they unexpectedly came upon Hodge, who was 
quarreling with another negro, Captain W hites 
looked at the situation for a moment bya glim- 
mering light and concluded to attempt the 
arrest. He put his left hand in Hodge’s collar 
and presented arms with his right arms with 
his right hand at Hodge’s breast and invited 
him to surrender or be killed.. Hodge replied: 
“Kill me then,’ at the same moment he 
grasped Whites’s pistol with his left hand 
across the hammer, and with an open knife in 
his right hand endeavored to cut the pistol 
from Whites’s hand. 

Then a struggle for life or death for 1 few 
minutes ensued, such as only two men in mor- 
tal combat can know, during which Whites’s 
right hand was painfully though not danger 
ously cut. Whites’s friend, —— unarmed 
then came to his assistance, when Hodge loosed 
his hold upon the pistol and ran away. Two 
shots were fired at him without efiect. One 
shot was fired in the struggle without effect. 

The next day Captain Whites came to pros- 
perity. In ashort time he received a telegram 
saying: ‘Hodge will cross at Count’s ferry 
tonight, Leaves here after “dark.” Mr, 
Blease agreed to go with Captain Whites. 
They started, but on account of the torrents of 
rain falling and the swollen condition of the 
streams, they could not reach Count’s ferry 
during the night. They spent the night at 
Chapin’s and arrived at Spring Hill at sunrise 
next morning, and found that the game had’ 
not flown on account of swollen streams, 

A trusty negro was engaged and H was 
soon located in an old barn stowed away 
among the fodder.

A NEW SCHEME. 


An Interesting Talk With Gen- 
eral Alexander. 


Right Hundred Miles of Road to be Consoli- 
dated Into One System—The Colambus 
and Rome [Toad to be Extended. 


From the Columbus, Ga., Suan, 

General Alexander, Major Belknap and 
other officials of the Central railroad reached 
this city early yesterday morning. At ll 
e’clock the party went up the Columbus and 
Rome road and returned at 5 in the afternoon. 

A representative of the Enquirer Sun called 
upon General Alexander at his special ear last 
night, and had a pleasant talk with him about 
railroad matters. 


der contemplated forming a new company, to 
be composed.of the Columbus and Western, 


Vista and Ellaville, the East Alabama, 
the Columbus and Rome, thé-road from Ozark 
to Eufaula, the new road from Americus to 
Savannah, anda new line from Americus to 
Eufaula. The Central owns these reads, and 
thev will be united and known as one road. 
The name has net been determined upon, but 
it is likely tae be called the United Railways. 
This system, when complete, will embody at 
least 800 miles of first-class road. This new 
system will contain 337. miles of.road already 
complete, and divided as follows: Columbus 
and Western, 160; East Alabama, 37; Colum- 
bus and Rome, 50; Buena Vista and Ellaville, 

30; Eufaula and Ozark, 60; making the total 
above stated. The roads and .extensions pro- 
jected are as follows: From Americus to Sa- 
vannah, 180 miles; branch from the Columbus 
and Western to Murphey’s Valley, 40 miles; 
extension of the East Alabama road, 30 miles; 
extension of the Columbus and Rome road to 
Newnan, 25 miles; extension of the Eufaula 
and Ozark road to some point in southeast 
Alabama, 100 miles; branch to Dublin from 
some point en the new road from Americus to 
Savannah, 40 miles; extension of the Buena 
Vista road to Columbus, 35 miles. 

This movement maps out an immense 
amount of work, yet General Alexander is 
confident that all of the projects will be car- 
ried out. 

‘‘When will the new road from €olumbus 
to Savannah be completed, general?’ asked 
the reporter. 

‘‘T am not prepared to say,’’ was the reply. 
‘‘Mr. Raoul said the extension to Birminghaim 
weuld be completed last September, but you 
see it has not been finished yet. I will say 
this much, however, the work will be pushed 
as rapidly as possible. We need the Buena 
Vista extension now, and that will be made 
first.”’ 4 

*‘How about the report that the Central and 
the Columbus Southern would arrange to lay 
adouble track for fifteen miles out from 
Columbus?” asked the reporter, 

“Such an arrangement was contemplated, 
but there seems to be some hitch in the con- 
summation of the agreement. We prefer to 
come in on our own right of way. This matter 
will not be definitely settled, however, until all 
of the suryeys and estimates have been sent 
in.’ > 
One of the most important projects of the 
Central is the exteusion of the Columbus and 
Rome to Newnan. This is now a narrow gauge 
road, but will be made a broad gauge. General 
Alexander said, however, that the gauge 
would not be changed at once, as there are 
other matters of more importance to be at- 
tended to just now. 

The reporter called General Alexander’s a‘ten- 
tion to the fact that he had said nothing about 
extending the Mobile and Girard road to Elba. 

‘*This extension,’”’ said General Alexander, 
“will depend upon what financial arrange- 
ments we may able to make. You see, a 
good deal of stock in this road does not belong 
to us, but the extension will be made in time, 
if suitable financial arrangements can be per- 
fected.’’ 

The extension of the Buena Vista voad to 
this city, and the building of the new road 
from Americus to Savannah will place Colum- 
bus at least forty miles nearer the coast. The 
building of the Columbus Southern, the com- 
pletion of the Birmingham extension, the ex- 
tension of the Cliattanooga, Rome and Co- 
lumbus, and the other extensions mentioned 
by General Alexander, will make Columbus 
the greatest railroad center ih Georgia or 
Alabama. We have every assurance that the 
new roads and extensions will be built 
as fast as money and men can build them. 
The bright sunshine of prosperity is shining 
upon Columbus and she bids fair to outstrip 
and lead all southern cities. Let the goo 
work go on, and happy will be he who casts 
his lot with the queen city of the Chattahoo- 
chee. 

General Alexander is well pleased with the 
progress being made by the Central’s bureau 
of immigration. He thinks that large num- 
bers of people will be induced to come to 
Georgia, and the entire state be greatly bene- 
fitted. 

During his stay in Columbus General Alex- 
ander received many courtesies from Captain 
T. E. Blanchard and other prominent citizens. 
General Alexander and party will leave at 8 
o’clock this morning.for a trip over the Colum- 
bus and Western. They will also visit Eu- 
faula, Clayton and other points before their 
return to Savannah.

A Spitefal Organization. 

The fact that General Joseph FE. John- 
ston, late of the confederate army, has been 
elected a confributing member of the E. D. 


Baker Grand Army Post of Philadelphia, | 


has created considerable fuss in Grand 
Army circles. This is a very queer outcome 
ofa soliciting circular forwarded to General 
Johnston. The Grand Army posts are sup- 
posed to contribute liberally to the needs 
of worthy members and to their families. 
The Philadelphia post sent one of its regu- 
lation circulars to General Johnston, who 
responded with a contribution of ten dollars 
and his name was entered on the contribut- 
ing list of the post. The ex-confederate 
general simply responded to an 
appeal for aid, and he was none the less 
prompt in responding because aid was 
asked for the families of those whom he met 
in. battle.

dispossesses another, In proof whereof he 
quotes from a distinguished author who 
says the rats that used to gnaw the bacon in 
Saxon larders in Alfred’s reign—that 
squealed behind the wainscot when Crom- 
well’s Ironsides were harrying royalist man- 
sions—that disturbed the sleep of George 1, 
werea hardy black species, now seldom 
seen, and doomed, apparently, to become as 
rare as the dodo, Like the red men in 
presence of the pale face, they have had to 
retire before the Norwegian rat, lange in 
size and brown in color. 

Aneient scientists seldom mentioned rats 
without fear and trembling, giving the crea- 
ture eredit for more than humz@n intelli- 
igenee, They believe there was no wicked- 
ness that rats were not ready to perpetrate, 
and hence they looked upon them as agents 
of the evil one. In Scotland, if it should so 
happen that a rat wags seen-upon the back 
of acow from that moment poor Brindle 
declined, and .went downward toward the 
grave, In Ireland, the bards or poets (so it is 
related) had the power of singing er, more 
properly, of rhyming the rats to death; in 
other words, they destroyed the creature by 
repeating to them certain jingling verses. 
Ben Johnson alludes to this practice in his 
‘*Poetaster’’ as follows: 

Rhyme them to death as they do Irish rats, 
In drumming time.

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The Woman of the Future. 

Mrs. Frank Leslie, who is one: of the 
most widely knewn of American women, 
and whose business success has attracted to 
her the attention of the entire world, has 
written an article in the Philadelphia Press 
on the ‘‘Woman of the Future,” in which 
she discourses on the mission of her own 
sex, and shows that womanhood is under- 
going a constant change by which her con- 
dition and her influence is reaching its 
highest destination in the wonderful ad- 
vances which are being made by the gentler 
sex, and through which woman is now 
reaching her highest_state of perfection. 

She illustrates the constant improvement 
in the condition of woman by making the 
comparison between the women of the 
different epochs. The ancient woman ‘‘was 
a baby, a thing to be played with, chidden 
and decked with pretty clothes, and careful- 
ly kept enclosed, unless she should fall into 
mischief or danger.’?’ The woman of .the 
Middle Ages rose to a higher plane, but 
when compared with the woman of today, 
Mrs, Leslie thinks that even then they were 
in a deplorable condition. “See her,’’ she 
says, ‘‘as a child of the Middle Ages, 
amused with tournaments, extravaganzag of 
chivalry, and listening to interminable bal- 
lads about love and’ adventure, sung by 
harpers.in castle halls.’’ Then the restless 
woman of today, still more advanced, has 
reached a state in which itisa part of her 
existence to strive to rise into a more prom- 
inent and executive position in the world. 

Taking the premise that the condition of 
woman has been on the constant change for 
the better, Mrs. Leslie is no doubt right in 
herconclusion that the woman of today rep- 
resents a state of womanhood which has 
never been equalled, all things considered, 
at any previous time; but we fear that Mrs. 
Leslie would have the condition of the wo- 
man of the future change so materially, in 
keeping with the past constant improve- 
mentin the betterment of her candition, 
that it will become a question of doubt as to 
whether or not the woman of the future 
will present the charms of the woman of 
today. 

In the first place, to make Mrs. Leslie’s 
Utopian woman, weinfer from her argnu- 
ment, that the matter of matrimony will 
have to be abandoned, as being an obstacle 
in the way of the fruition of her hopes as to 
the woman of the future. This is what 
she says on this point: 

No development of woman's menta!, spiritual or 
executive powers wiil ever, in one jot or tittle, alter 
the law of nature which leads her to love, marriage 
and maternity, and her other capacities -must al- 
ways be grouped around these fundamontal bases 
No doubt there are a great many women who never 
mairy or become mothers; but should any one of 
them be invited to do so by the man of men in her 
eyes, it is more than likely she would. for the time 
being, feel that no destiny was higher, and no vo- 
caiton more congenial, than that he suggests. 

The woman of fifty years hence will not 
be the ideal, loving, dependent, helping 
woman of today; if, in having reached a 
higher destiny, she feels impelled to seek a 
vocation ‘‘more congenial than that which 
her husband suggests.” There are, no 
doubt, many women, in this advanced day, 
who are opposed to matrimony, and who 
would abolish it entirely. But this is not 
the woman of today. Sheisthe advanced 
guard of the “‘woman of the future.’? ‘The 
position of the weman of today represents 
the perfection of the attainments of woman- 
hood, She has no higher destiny, nor no 
more congenial or glorious vocation await- 
ing her, than that which has been reached 
by the true woman of today. 

There is no doubt that the destiny of a 
large part of womankind is different from 
that which has already been reached by 
woman, but is this destiny ‘‘a higher one,” 
and is there not a possibility that the sphere 
of woman may be so complete’; changed, 
as to render ita question of doubt, as te 
whether Mrs. Leslie’s woman of the future 
will be the equal of the woman of today?

RELIEVED OF 118 ASSESSMENT. 


St. Philip’s Church, of Atlanta, Asks for 
Release. 

Avausta, Ga., May 15.—[Special.}—The 
diocesan convention of the Episcopal church 
met today in St. Paul’schurch, Bishop Beckwith 
presiding. The opening religions exercises at 
11 o’clock were conducted by Rey. B. 8, Bar- 
rett, of St. Luke's cathedral, Atlanta, who de- 
livered a st sermon. The convention was 
formally organized at 1:30 p. m.,and the hours 
of daily session were fixed at 9 a. m. to 2:30 p. 
m. and 8 p. m, to adjournment. At tonight’s 
session diecesan missions were discussed, and 
it was agreed to raise the sum of $3,500, the 
same as in past years, for this purpose. 

It was further agreed to devote $500, which 
last year was paid to the bishop’s salary fund, 
to this work, which will-make $4,000. All of 
the parishes are assessed the same as last year, 
except St, Philip’s, of Atlanta. Rey. Byron 
Holly, in behalf of the wardens and vestry of 
his church made a statement of the heavy 
debt, which embarrassed it, and asked to be 
relieved of assessment. This was done by the 
convention, and the past due assessment of 
preceding years stand over without interest 
until the parish feels in condition to pay them.

THE LITERARY CIRCLE. 


A Very Interesting Meeting at 
the Library Last Night. 


At Which the Life and Writings of George 
W. Cable Were Discussed—Who Made 
Remarks at the Meeting. 


The Southern Literary circle held its regular 
fortnightly meeting in the parlor atthe Young 
Mens’ library last night. 

The attendance was good. A number of 
ladies were present. The exercises were very 
entertaining, and were heard throughout with 
the closest attention by the circle. 

@Pr. Chany announced George W. Cable as 
the subject for the evening. 

Miss McGhee reada brief but exceedingly 
well written biographical sketch of Cable ina 
clear and pleasant voice. The story of the 
early life and struggles of the author was finely 
told. Perhaps the most striking part of the 
paper was the recital of the _ facts 


about Cable’s connection with the New Or- 
leans Picayune, It scem |that after the late|war 
Cable, who was a confederate soldier, returned 
to New Orleans in a penniless condition. rie 
secured a position on the Picayune as aspecial 
writer. After working foratimehe was as- 
siyvned to dramatic work. He had strong 
scruples against the theater and declined to 
go io ;}erformances or to ciiticize them. He 
severed his connection with the Picayune and 
accepted a position in acotton house as an 


and afterwards became famous as the author 
of the Grandissimies, 

Dr. Chaney said that he could not under- 
stand why Cable was so opposed to the thea- 
ter. He had heard him read from his own 
works. He commitied his pieces to memory 
and spoke them with true dramatic effect. 
The admirable manner in which Cable recited 
his own productions showed. him to be a born 
actor. Cable was now living at Northampton, 
Massachuvetts, whére he had gone to educate 
his children, It was hiscustom to go down to 
Boston every Sunday and teach a large Bible 
classin Tremont Temple. Dr. Chaney hoped 
to hear something about Cable from the 
southern people present at the meeting. 

Mr. C. H. Wells said that Atlanta people 
knew little of Cable personally. He had never 
lectured in Atlinia. He once planned a 
lecture tour through the south, but skipped 
Atlanta, perhaps on account of the prejudice 
against him because of his political views in 
relation to the solid south. He did not visit 
New Orleans for the same reason, The lecture 
tour was cut short at Colambia, from which 
place he returned to Northampton, which city 
was now hishome. M®. Wells did not think 
that Cable would ever go back to New Orleans, 
but that lhe would make his permanent home 
in the east. 

Doctor Chaney then road an _ excellent 
critique on Cable, which was, however, a little 
too high pitched in some respects. He gave a 
cleyer analysis of Cable’s powers as a writer, 
and expressed the belief that he was poet-artist 
in one. He dwelt upon. this author’s dra- 
matic power and ventured the Opinion that no 
greater playwright than Cable had lived since 
Shakspeare. Doctor Cheney described in 
graphic style a dinner party in New Orleans 
where the name of Cable was heard with con- 
siderable coolness by the creoles. An Episco- 
pa! clergyman of New Orleans had boldly pro- 
claimed at this dinner that Cable was the 
| rarest genius and greatest man that Louisiana 
the time would 
| come when the people of that state would 
| recognize him as such. 

The concluding feature of the exercises was 
the hit of the evening. It was the reading of 
one of Cable’s best and most charming short 
stories—Madame Delicieres—-by one of Atlan- 
ta’s most accomplished society ladies. It was 
rcad with capital effect, the Creole dialect be- 
ing faithfully given, and the entire sketch en- 
chaining the delighted attention of the audit- 
ors from beginning to end. The fair reader 
entered fuily into the spirit of the tale, and her 
execution was above criticism. The chief 
charm of the reading was, of course, the per- 
fect naturalness of tone and gesture. She was 
cordially congratulated upon her charming 
rendition of this difficult and beautiful story. 

Dr. Chuney announced that Miss Murfree 
will be the subject at the next meeting.
